FEELING AT ST. PETERSBURG 


SLIGHTLY BRIGHTER 


Depreued are Russians But 


Stolidly Tenacious. 


REAR GUARD IS HOTLY ENGAGED 


Battle One of 
Bloodiest in 
History, 


Still Rages With Great Ferocity. 


Many Thousand Casualties, 


St. Petersburg. Oct. 17.—Dispatches 


this morning say that the battle was 
jesumed at day break today with the 
Russians still holding the right bank 
of the Shakhe. river. The general staff 
declares the Japanese reports of the 
Russian, losses exaggerated while their 
own are minimized. 


Feeling at the war office today is 


slightly brighter, as it becomes evi- 
dent that the Japanese have not cue 
oft any of the Russian forces and Gen. 
Kuropatkin is able to stand. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. IT.—Lieutenant 


General Sal'haroff 
reports that on 


October 15 the Japanese attacked the 
Russian center, out were repulsed. 
The next day two Russian retcimcutj 
attacked an. isolated position held by 
the Japanese, dislodging,- the latter nnd 
forcing them to retreat across ths 
Shakb.9 river, under cover of artillery 
fire. The Russian Deserves after an- 
other hot engagement, drove theJap- 
inese from the second position. The 
Japanese- then retired some distance. 


The Russians followed up their suc- 


cess, pursued the Japanese two kiio- 
nieterar The fighting did not en/1 till 
this morning. 
It was found the Rus- 


sians'bad captured a whole Japanese 
position, whUe eleven guns and one 
Maktm had been seized. This morn- 
ing desultory artillery firing is pro- 
gressing along the whole front. 


A dispatcJ'. from 
SakharofE 
dated 


Sunday states that Saturday afternoon 
the Japanese &ctc;d with great energy 
tigainst the right flank of the Russian 
army. Efforts on the part of the Char's 
forces to advance and take the village 
of Linshiupu unsuccessful. 
He adds- 


"Troops in the center were not at- 
tacked except by the enemy's artillery. 
The day on the whole, was compar- 
atively quiet. 
Our losses during the 


day were apparently not heavy.' 


Tokyo, Oct. 7.—Generals Oku and 


Noduz are co-operating in. the west, 
barrasing the Russian retreat. The 
operations appear to l)e highly success- 


ful. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 7.—Reports re- 


ceived ia the Russian capital today,- 
state that 23,000 wounded Russian sol- 
diers have arrived m Mukden during 
the past week. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 17—Independent 


messages from the front state that 
the retirement of the force of General 
Meyeudorff on the Russian right flank, 
has been turned 
into a rout 
The 


force suffered tremendous losses. Tne 
dispatches record one rift in the cloud 
of general Russian defeat. 
They say 


that the Russian soldiers, at one point, 
charged Vith bayonets in magnificent 
form, capt.iring 11 Japanese guns and 
a machine §un. Colonel Putiloft, after 
desperate fighting, gained the height 
dominating the Japanese positions. He 
was immediately giveff the decoration 
of St. Vladimir and the hill was reamed 
Putiloff mountain. 


Rome, (.'ct. 17—TBe~ St. Petersburg 


correspondent of the Giornale D*. Roma 
wires that after consultation with the 
C/ar. CJeneral Grippenberg decided to 
mobilize 600-000 additional troops icr 
the war. Manchuria, the paper assert- 
will be abandoned for the present. A 
Russian note will probably be issuec" 
announcing to the powers the Czar's 
linn intention of continuing the war.

SHAME 


It Again in Hands of the Russians— 


Will t.-.e Czar Attain Resume the 


Offensive. 


Mukden, Oct. 17.—Shakhe is again 


In the hands of the Russians. After 
the last evacuation of the village by 
the Russians the Japanese failed in an 
attempt to reoccupy it, and now the 
village is held by Russian infantry. 
There is every indication that the 
Russian right flank is about to resume 
the offensive and reoccupy the posi- 
tions held by them on Oct. 10 and 11. 
The Japanese resistance is growing 
weaker and they are apparently pre- 
paring to evacuate. 


ADVANCE 


Was Ordered by Czar Nicholas—Battle 


Appals Japan—Told by,the 


Prisoners. 


Tokyo, Oct. 17.—According to state- 


ments made by Russian prisoners Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin was ordered by Em- 
peror Nicholas to make a stand at 
Mukden and to assume the aggressive 
as speedily as posible in order to re- 
lieve the Port Arthur garrison. This 
order the prisoners say reached Muk- 
den on Sept. 27, and General Kuropat- 
kin, in obedience to it, began his dis- 
astrous southern, advance movement. 
The prisoners declared that the war 
would continue for a long time, be- 
cause Ihe Rusisans had decided to at- 
tain, a final victory, regardless of ths 
losses which might be invoiced, as 
otherwise a defeat would mean a gen- 
eral revolution and the disintegration 
of Rusisan territory. 


The feeling here is there is a strong 


appeal for peace in the appalling trag- 
edy which is now under enactment in 
Manchuria. Both armies have fought 
ferociously for a week and desperate 
fighting still continues. It is probable 
that the death roll will be largely in- 
creased before the final shot is fired. 
The preliminary reports indicate that 
about 60,000 men of both sides have 
been either killed or wounded, the 
larger portion of them being Russians, 
since the armies of the two belliger- 
ents closed in combat. 


Even the Japanese, to whom the 


great victory is of paramount impor- 
tance, seem to be shocked by the 
slaughter of their enemiesi-.-T-he Jap- 
anese people are receiving the news 
from the field of battle calmly, and 
there can be heard no shouts in the 
streets proclaiming the 
victory of 


their nation. Few flags are displayed. 
Probably later on there will be a pro- 
cession with the consequent jollifica- 
tion, but there arc heard many ex- 
pressions of opinion that no demon- 
stration of any kind should be held.

DEPRESSED 


Are tlie Russian Forces but Stolidly 


Tenacious—Men Tired and Food 


Insufficient. 


Mukden, Oct. 17.—The men are tired 


out and food has been- insufficient. 
Every available gun and man are be- 
ing used. The troops have behaved 
most gallantly, hurling themselves re- 
peatedly against impregnable 
posi- 


tions. The heavy storm of Oct. 14 
added to the misery of the troops. 
There is great depression, but stolid 
tenacity abong the men. There has 
been great sacrifice of officers. 
The 


plain occupied by the retiring Rus- 
sians is covered with bursting shrap- 
nel. The gunners shoveled shells into 
the breeches of the guns as stokers 
shovel coal into furnaces. Howitzers 
are used by the eastern army. The 
Russians have superior range and 
burst shrapnel at 6,000 yards. Two 
divisional commands have lost their 
chief staff officers, who met death he- 
roically, leading their regiments. The 
army is southwest of here. 10 miles. 
It is now certain that the army will be 
able to extricate itself. The losses 
amount to 30,000. It has been a big- 
ger battle than Liaoyang. 


FATAL FIRE 


Four Persons Suffocatrd and Fifteen 


Oveftome by Smoke in Fire in 


New York State. 


New York, Oct. 17. — Fouj; persons 


were suffocated and 15 were overcome 
by smoke in a fire which gutted a five- 
story brick double tenement house at 
15 Moore street, "Williamsburg. Two 
of the injured, a boy and a girl, prob- 
ably will die. 
Incendiarism is sus- 


pected. The dead are: Bertha Glass, 
29; Henry Glass, 2; Samuel Rubeno- 
witz, 4; Max Ruben'owitz, G. The fire 
originated in the basement and ran up 
a 
dumb waiter shaft, causing the 


crowded flats to fill rapidly with 
smoke. The flames spread 
through 


the flats on the fourth and fifth floors.

Field Marshal Oyama Submits a De-

i Metcalf of the 
department of com- 


I merce and labor, briefly summarizing 
tho report and directing him to carry 
Into effect the recommendations of the 


1 committee. He also directs that Rob- 
ert S. Rodie, supervising inspector of 
the Second district steamboat inspec- 
tion service, and James A 
Dumont 


and Thomas II. Barrett, local inspec- 
tors in charge of the port of New- 
York, be discharged from the service, 
the commission holding them directly 
(responsible tor the laxity of the steam- 
boat inspection, to which the Slocum 
disaster was directly attributable 
' In describing the Slocum the report 
says that it was constructed entirely 
of wood; that the upper works were In 
a highly inflammable condition, and 
that there were no fireproof hatches 
or bulkheads. The commission states 
that there are many similar vessels 
doing service in. the United States, the 


[ construction of which is quite as dan- 


gerous. 


Regarding the origin of the fire the 


report says: "The fire started in the 
forward 
cabin, so-called, being the 


third compartment nnrlp^ the mam 
deck from the bow, and probably orig- 
inated in a barrel containing packing 
hay, 
which was in that compartment, 


'one of the barrels used for bar glasses 
'and brought on board by the charter- 
ers. Fire was probably communicated 
ito this barrel through the carelessness 
of some unknown person "

Conklin, who remained at their posts. 
Continuing the report says: "The evi- 
dence before the commission estab- 
lishes the fa:t that the master made 
BO attempt whatsoever to fight the 
fire, to examine its condition, or to 
'control, assure, direct or aid tho pas- 
sengers in any way whatever. 
It is 


alleged that h^ was unable to reach 
the place where the passengers wero 
'by reason of the fire, but this is con- 
tradicted by the evidpnce of many wit- 
nesses and is obviously not true " 


The commission expresses the opin- 


ion that the men in the pilot house 
had knowledge of the fire in time to 
have beached the vessel either in LH- 
tlp Hell Gate or to the eastward of th- 
Sunken Meadows, or in Bronx Kills to 
the eastward of the Sunken Meadows, 
instead, as the commission states, of 
pursuing a course which drove tho 
flames aft and dplajcd beaching long- 
er than necessary.
